Import Trade Control 
New Delhi, the 21 st February, 1963 

Subject: —Import of machinery, components thereof, equipments, other 
commodities and raw materials from the UJS.A. wider the U.S. 
Economic Development Loan Fund now known as AID. 

No. 15-ITC(PN)/G3,—Attention is invited to Ministry of Commerce and Indus¬ 
try Public Notice No. 74-ITC(PN)/62 dated 26th June, 1962, on the above subject. 
According to clause (vii) of the terms and conditions governing the issue of import 
licences under the United States Economic Development Loan Fund Programme 
Incorporated in Appendix to the above mentioned Public Notice, the importers are 
required to send within a fortnight of placement of orders, a report to the Ministry 
of Commerce and Industry (Aid Section), New Delhi supported by the following 
inf ormatlon /documents:— 

(a) No., date and value of the licence; 

(b) Value of orders placed and accepted by the supplier; 

(c) Name and address of the supplier; 

(d) General description of the equipment to be imported; 

(e) A copy of the order placed on the supplier and of his acceptance. 

Any change in the terms of the orders has also to be intimated promptly by the 
importers to the Ministry of Commerce and Industry (Aid Section). 

2. It has now been decided that the Importers should with effect from 1st Janu¬ 
ary, 1963 also send a copy of the above report supported by the required informa¬ 
tion/documents, to the Ministry of Finance (D.E.A.) (Economic Aid—Accounts 
Section), New Delhi for their Information.
